LOXDOS, Nov. IS. — Monday morn- 


ing's news from the seat of war in 


" Soutk Africa continues fairly satisfac- 
tory. The official cables are not very 
detailed with regard to the Bulmont 
incident which, except for the loss of 
Col. Keith-Falconer, -was not a very 
serious affair. 


There are signs of greatly increased 


Boer activity in. Natal and along the 
western frontier. 
All the dispatches 


tend to show that the British are hold- 
ing ably. CoL Baden-Powell reports 
that all was well at Mafekin^ on No- 
vember 6. Ladysmith's latest date 
is November ft. While nothing averse 
is heard from the latter point, and 
confidence is felt in Gen. White's abili- 
ty, previous experience haviojr shown 
that the Boer artillery is not very ef- 
fective, it is beginning to prove that 
the acquisition of artillery which has 
destroyed the former mobility of the 
Boer forces, has also failed to give 
them any compensating advantage, 
On the contrary the reverse is the case. 
It it held here that, if the Boers had 
not been hampered by the transport of 
heavv guns and their rescue frotn tight 
places.

A COSTLY BLAZE. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.. Nov. 18.— The 


ond week of uncertainty reg-ardinf th» 
result of the balloting for goT*rnor o* 
Kentucky begins with little prospwt 
of immediate relief. The official count 
has been in progress two days and offi- 
cial returns from a lirfc-e majority ,of 
the 113 counties have narrowed th« 
conte'st down to a nose finish. Each 
side claims the election of its -ticket, 
but the estimated plurality of either 
does not exceed 8,000. While th« re- 
turns so far received favor Taylor, the 
esult of the count may hinge on tn« 
ecision given by the county election 
omtnissioners in several places where 
ontests hive been begun on the 
round of alleged irregularities. 
One of these contests, that in Nei- 
on county, has been decided adverse* 
y to the republicans. It involves 
,198 votes— nearly as many as either 
ide claims as its plurality. -Democrat* 
will contest the votes of some of' th« 
mountain counties, which return 
epublican pluralities.

specially contrived springs aided by 
;he centrifugal force of the revolving 


dy causes the knives to be thrown 


outward and back. A simple mechan- 
ical contrivance locks each knife in its 
place. The four blades held thus per- 
pendicular to the length of the shell 
steady the base and cause it to come to 
a state of rest while the main body of 
the shell continues to revolve on the 
ball bearing-s. With the four terrible, 
razor-edged blades locked in its base 
and covering in an effective manner a

Imag- 
ine the shell flying- with knives set into 
the thick ranks of a great army, ivith 
its four wings of sharpened steel cut- 
ting to pieces everything that stood op- 
posed .to its pain, p.ud leaving within a 
few seconds a long, clear path through 
the enemy's -lines where fighting men 
had stood.

But when the shell has cut its way 


through the ranks of the enemy against 
whom it is directed, its work is by no 
means finished. It has j-et to explode', 
ajid even in its bursting it will prove 
more baneful than the ordinary .shell, 
as the four flying knives .will be almost 
certain to strike someone.

Pathetic Scene. 


IJeceased has a wife and boy six 


years old, living on Albert street, and 
both were in a Pi»e street car home- 
ward bound, at the crossing where the 
fatality accurred. When the aevrs of 
the accident reached the passengers 
in the street car, Mrs Kennedy saked 
who was hurt and some one remarked 
"Tom somebody." Thev then alight- 
ed from the car and the little boy 
recognizing his father ran to his 
mother screaming "Oh, mamma, it's 
papa." 
The scene that followed was 


heart rending and it was -with great 
difficulty that the poor woman could 
be restrained from throwing herself 
upon the mangled body of hfir hus- 
band. She was placed in a cab with 
heriirtle boy and driven to her home. 


Meanwhile the injured tnan was 


placed in Grosjean's ambulance and 
removed to the hospital, where he 
died thirty minutes later.
